in the southern section, and the Hristo Botev in the western section. ‘The 
Hristo Botev and the Purvi Mai employ approximately 1,000 workers on two 
shifts per day. The Chervena Zvezda mill eaploys anproximately 500 workers. 


The Georgi Dimitrov ehipyard is lecated in the southern section of Varna. 
Cargo ship hulls, constructed in this shipyard, are completed at dry—docks 
approximately one kilometer west of the Georgi Dimitrov shipyard. Both the 


Shipyard and the dry-dock are onerated under the direction of Soviet 


technicians and engineera. All ships constructed and launched at these in- 
stallations are sent to the USSR. A cargo ship, 60 meters long and 15 
meters wide, was launched at the dry-docks in dune or July 1951. 


The State Security Service controls and regulates al] movements within the 
military zones and the harbor. These districts are strictly guarded.
